The  President,  Pr.  P.  K.  Pearsons,  presided,  and  Mr.  H.  M.  Sher- 
wood acted  as  Secretary. 

Pr.  McPherson  led  in  prayer. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  held  May  10, 
1889,  was,  on  motion,  omitted. 

Mr.  Bogue,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  submitted  the 
Managers'  annual  report. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Hale,  submitted  his  annual  report, 
which  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 
The  report  shows  receipts  to  have  been  during  the  year  $212,895.38,  and 
the  disbursements  to  have  been  $211,412.08,  leaving  a  balance  of  cash  on 
hand  of  $1,483.30. 

Dr.  Stehman,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  submitted  his  annual 
report,  which  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee. 

A  ballot  was  taken  for  President,  which  resulted  in  the  election  of 
Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons.  Dr.  Pearsons  stated  that  he  must  adhere  to  his 
announced  determination,  made  some  time  since,  not  to  again  accept  the 
presidency  of  the  Hospital. 

Another  ballot  was  ordered,  and  on  motion  of  Pr.  McPherson,  duly 
seconded,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Society  for  the  Hon.  Geo.  M.  Bogue,  for  President. 

On   motion   of    Pr.   Barrows,    duly    seconded,    the    Secretary    was 


directed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Society  for  the  election  of  the 
following  officers,  namely: 

Rev.  John  L.  Withrow,  1).  D.,  for  Vice-President; 

Mr.  Geo.  W.  Hale,  for  Treasurer; 

Mr.  Wm.  A.  Douglass,  for  Recording  Secretary; 

J.  A.  Robison,  M.  D.,  for  Assistant  Recording  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bogue,  Dr.  McPherson,  Dr.  Barrows  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Stryker  were  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  resolutions  expressive  of 
the  esteem  in  which  the  Society  holds  Dr.  Pearsons,  the  retiring  Presi- 
dent, which  resolutions  shall  be  reported  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

The  retiring  President  at  this  point  vacated  the  chair,  whereupon  the 
newly-elected  President,  Mr.  Bogue,  took  the  chair,  and  returned  thanks 
for  the  honor  conferred  upon  him. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sherwood,  Messrs.  Douglass  and  Blair  were 
appointed  the  Auditing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  called  upon  Dr.  Barrows  to  close  the  meeting  with 
prayer. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned. 


Sixth    Annual    Report

To  the  Members  of  the  Society: 

As  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers submit  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  the  report  of  the  Hos- 
pital for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1889,  it  being  the  sixth  annual 
report  of  the  Managers. 

THE  PAST  YEAR'S  WORK. 

A  comprehensive  statement  of  the  administration  of  the  Hospital 
will  be  found  in  the  reports  and  exhibits  from  the  different  departments 
in  general.  The  work  has  been  much  like  that  of  preceding  years.  The 
report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  gives  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
cases  treated,  and  the  Society  is  to  be  congratulated  that  the  high  stand- 
ard of  excellence  which  has  heretofore  characterized  the  administration  of 
the  Hospital  has  been  fully  maintained  during  the  past  year. 

The  Hospital  has  been  crowded  during  the  year,  and  many  appli- 
cants have  been  turned  from  our  doors  for  want  of  room. 

Number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year 879 

Number  of  days  of  treatment 23,679 

Patients  cured 504 

Patients  improved 164 

Patients  unimproved 76 

Patients  died . 45 

Patients  remaining  March  31,  1889 90 

The  increased  accommodations  afforded  by  the  completion  of  the 
Hamili  Wing  has  enabled  us  to  care  for  more  patients  than  ever  before. 

RESOURCES  OF   THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  affairs  of  the  Hospital  have  been  administered  with  the  greatest 
possible  economy,  but  the  Managers  regret  to  say  that  a  considerable 
deficit  has  been  incurred.     Much  additional  expense  has  been  involved, 


owing  to  the  work  on  the  new  building,  and  the  Managers  hope  that  with 
the  largely  increased  accommodations  and  the  thorough  equipment  ot 
the  new  building,  we  shall  be  able  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  Hos- 
pital from  this  time  on  without  having  to  report  a  large  yearly  deficit. 

We  have  some  SO, 000  of  an  old  debt  still  hanging  over  the  Hospital, 
which  amount  will  be  considerably  added  to  by  the  completion  of  the 
building  of  the  L  to  connect  the  old  building  to  the  new  Jones  Memorial 
Building,  and  the  Managers  appeal  to  the  benevolent  people  of  this  great 
city  for  prompt  aid  to  help  wipe  out  this  indebtedness. 

THE  ALLEN   LIBRARY. 

Dr.  J.  Adams  Allen,  who,  for  the  past  twenty  years  or  more,  has  oc- 
cupied a  ver}T  conspicuous  place  in  his  profession  as  a  practitioner  and 
teacher  in  this  city,  and  at  present  president  of  Rush  Medical  College, 
has  generously  donated  his  library,  consisting  of  about  2,000  volumes, 
to  the  Hospital,  for  the  use  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  Hospital. 

A  room  has  been  especially  fitted  up  for  this  purpose.  The  library 
not  only  represents  the  medical  and  surgical  history  of  this  country,  but 
also  the  best  of  the  recent  standard  works  of  medical  literature  as  well 
as  a  number  of  current  periodicals  for  whose  regular  appearance  Dr. 
Allen  has  kindly  provided. 

THE  LADIES'  AID  SOCIETY. 

The  Managers  have,  with  pleasure,  again  to  record  the  strong  support 
rendered  b}^  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  and  the  Managers  hope  that  every 
member  of  the  Society  will  read  the  ladies'  report,  which  is  submitted 
herewith.  If  they  will  do  so,  the  Managers  feel  confident  that  a  great 
deal  more  enthusiasm  will  be  manifested  by  every  member  of  the  Society. 

ENDOWMENTS  OF  BEDS  AND  DONATIONS. 

The  Managers  are  happy  to  announce  that  the  hospital  has  received 
during  the  year  a  very  large  addition  to  the  permanent  endowment  of 
beds.  Mr.  S.  B  Cobb  and  Mrs.  Wm.  Armour  have  each  endowed  a  bed 
in  perpetuity;  and  the  daughters  of  the  late  Henry  Corwith  have  selected 
and  endowed  a  room  in  perpeturty,  paying  therefor  the  sum  of  $10,000. 

The  Hospital  has  now  the  Margaret  McKay  bed,  endowed  by  Mrs. 
Barbara  Armour;  the  Tuthill  King  bed;  the  bed  endowed  by  Mr.  S.  B. 
Cobb;  the  bed  endowed  by  Mrs.  Wm.  Armour,  and  also  the  room  endowed 
by  the  daughters  of  the  late  Henry  Corwith.

NEW  BUILDING. 

The  Managers  are  happy  to  chronicle  the  completion  of  the  new 
building,  and  all  who  were  present  yesterday  in  the  beautiful  chapel  of 
the  magnificent  "  Jones  Memorial  "  building,  will  ever  remember  the  joy 
with  which  the  completed  Presbyterian  Hospital — the  hope  long  de 
ferred — filled  each  heart  of  the  large  number  present. 

The  munificent  gift  of  $100,000,  by  the  heirs  of  Daniel  A.  Jones, 
added  to  the  $10,000  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  by  Mr.  Jones,  built  the 
Jones'  Memorial;  and  the  L  connecting  the  Jones'  Memorial  with  the  old 
building  has  been  paid  for  by  the  generous  gifts  of  our  benevolent  peo- 
ple, whose  names  will  be  found  in  the  Treasurer's  report. 

The  completed  Presbyterian  Hospital,  which  was  yesterday  so  beau- 
tifully dedicated  "  to  the  use  of  God's  sick  and  unfortunate  children," 
represents  a  property  worth  $250,000;  is  fire-proof  throughout,  and  is  as 
thoroughly  equipped  as  any  Hospital  in  the  United  States;  and  as  we 
now  enter  upon  a  new  era  of  usefulness,  may  we  not  hope  that  the  beau- 
tiful thought  expressed  by  the  following  quotation  from  Dr.  Barrows' 
dedicatory  address  will  be  fully  realized  ? 

"  May  this  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  ours  be  so  radiant  with  divine 
"  charity,  so  filled  with  the  spirit  of  Christ,  that  the  shadow  it  casts  on 
"  the  poor,  sick  and  suffering,  may  be  like  the  shadow  of  Santa  Filomela 
"  among  the  wounded  soldiers  of  England,  like  the  shadow  of  the  grand 
"old  presbyter  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  and  like  the  illuminated 
"  presence  of  the  Court  Lady  of  Milan,  giving  joy  and  healing  and  life, 
'  through  all  the  centuries  which  are  to  come."

From  year  to  year  this  Societ}7  finds  its  work,  in  every  department, 
growing  upon  its  hands. 

The  Hospital  has  been  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  the  greater  part  of 
the  year,  and  the  supplies  of  bedding,  clothing  for  patients,  table-linen  and 
other  house  furnishings  have  been  necessary  on  a  larger  scale  than  ever 
before.  And  there  seems  no  prospect  of  a  decrease  in  the  responsibil- 
ities and  opportunities  of  the  Society,  as  the  new  Hospital  is  now 
ready  for  use,  with  enlarged  space  and  increased  needs. 

The  Society  feels  it  a  cause  of  great  thankfulness,  that  to  one  of  its 
number  has  been  granted  the  high  privilege  of  doing  this  noble  work. 
It  is  known  to  most  of  you  that  the  new  building,  soon  to  be  dedicated 
with  appropriate  ceremonies,  has  been  erected  and  complete!}'  furnished 
by  Mrs.  D.  A.  Jones  and  her  daughters,  Mrs.  0.  S.  Newell  and  Mrs.  N. 
H.  Sabin.  In  its  light  and  cheerful  rooms,  the  care  of  the  sick  will  be  a 
much  lighter  and  pleasanter  task  than  has  been  possible  in  the  former 
contracted  quarters. 

The  meetings  of  the  Aid  Society  are  held  every  month,  and  the  reports 
of  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  the  different  committees  keep  the 
Managers  informed  of  the  wants  which  they  are  expected  to  supply. 
These  reports  are  always  deeply  interesting.  It  is  cheering  to  learn  that, 
with  the  antiseptic  surgery  of  modern  times,  many  cases  are  now  cured 
which,  even  a  few  years  ago,  were  considered  hopeless;  and  this  skillful 
treatment  is  at  the  service  of  the  poorest  sufferer  who  is  brought  to 
the  door  of  the  Hospital. 

The  blind  are  made  to  see;  the  lame  to  walk;  deformed  and  mis- 
shapen limbs  are  straightened,  and  health  restored  to  man}7  who  have  en- 
dured years  of  pain. 

A  change  in  the  s}Tstem  of  nursing  went  into  operation  the  first  of  Oc- 
tober, and  the  nurses  are  now  supplied  by  the  Illinois  Training  School. 
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Lists  of  the  bedding  and  other  articles  furnished  will  be  given  in 
another  place. 

A  generous  supply  of  delicacies  for  the  sick  has  been  sent  each  month 
by  the  different  churches. 

Many  books  and  periodicals  for  the  reading  of  convalescent  patients 
have  been  added  to  the  library — among  other  gifts,  one  of  225  volumes 
from  Mr.  S.  B.  Cobb. 

The  work  of  the  Devotional  Committee  deserves  special  mention.  The 
last  hours  of  many  of  the  sick,  the  hopeless  and  the  dying,  have  been 
sustained  and  comforted  by  the  faithful  ministries  of  those  to  whose 
hands  this  delicate  and  devoted  service  is  committed. 

There  have  been  many  children  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  almost 
all  of  whom  have  been  cured  or  greatly  improved.  They  have  been 
remembered  by  the  gifts  of  Sunday-school  scholars,  by  whom  one  of  the 
free  beds  for  children  is  supported. 

There  are  twenty  free  beds,  and  there  will  be  opportunity  in  the  new 
Hospital  for  many  more.  If  the  ladies  of  all  our  churches  would  join 
the  Society  as  associate  members,  which  can  be  done  by  the  payment  of  $1 
a  year,  the  number  of  free  beds  might  be  greatly  increased  by  the  money 
thus  raised. 

The  Managers  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  all  friends  for  gifts  and 
encouragement,  and  to  the  proprietor  of  the  Palmer  House  for  the  free 
use  of  a  room  for  their  monthly  meetings.

Whereas,  a  Certificate,  duly  signed  and  acknowledged,  having  been 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  the  21st  clay  of  July,  A.  D. 
1883,  for  the  organization  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City 
of  Chicago,  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisons  of  "An  Act  Con- 
cerning Corporations"  approved  April  18, 1872,  and  in  force  July  1,  1872, 
a  copy  of  which  Certificate  is  herewith  attached: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Henry  D.  Dement,  Secretary  of  State,  by  virtues  of 
the  powers  and  duties  vested  in  me  by  law,  do  hereby  certify  that  the 
said  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago  is  a  legally 
organized  corporation  under  the  laws  of  this  State.

We,  the  undersigned,  being  citizens  of  the  United  States,  desiring  to 
form  a  Society,  not  for  pecuniary  profit,  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Illinois,  entitled  "An  Act  Concerning  Corporations',' 
approved  April  18,  1872,  do  hereby  certify  that  the  following  is  a  true 
statement  of  the  name,  or  title,  by  which  such  society  shall  be  known  in 
law,  the  particular  business  and  object  for  which  it  is  formed,  the  number 
of  its  Managers,  and  the  names  of  the  same  selected  for  the  first  year  of 
its  existence,  viz.: 
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1.  The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  The 
Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  op  Chicago. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  manage- 
ment of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  surgical  and  medical 
aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality 
and  color. 

3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board 
of  twenty-eight  Managers. 

4.  The  number  of  the  Managers  of  this  Society  shall  be  twenty-eight 
after  the  first  year  of  its  existence.  The  names  of  those  selected  as 
Managers  for  the  first  year  are  as  follows:  Tuthill  King,  Daniel  K.  Pear-

ARTICLE  I. 


TITLE. 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  The  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 


ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Societ}^  is  the  establishment,  support  and  manage- 
ment of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical 
aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons,  and  to  provide  them,  while 
inmates  of  the  Hospital,  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel  agreeably  to 
the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

TFLE   SOCIETY. 

The  Societ}'  shall  consist  of  members  who  shall  respectively  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a 
stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  previously  nominated  by  a  stand- 
ing committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Every  member  shall  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  annually 
in  advance  to  the  Treasurer.  Every  person  who  shall  pay  a  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  in  advance,  and  shall  be  approved  in  the  manner  above 
stated,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society  for  life  without  annual  payment. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  also  fix  some  amount  as  an  annual  pa}*- 
ment,  which  shall  entitle  the  giver  to  the  use  of  a  free  bed  in  the  Hos- 
pital, and  constitute  him  a  member  of  the  Society,  to  be  approved  of  as 
above.  And  the  same  privileges  shall  be  accorded  on  the  same  condi- 
tion to  any  one  who  shall  pay  the  principal  of  the  said  annual  sum  at  one 
time. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

PROPERTY. 

All  property  of  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  donor, 
shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of 
twenty-nine  Managers,  twenty-four  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four 
classes  of  six  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  re- 
spectively on  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two, 
three  and  four  years,  thereafter,  so  that  six  Managers  shall  be  elected  by 
the  said  Board  annually  by  ballot  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To 
these  twenty-four  Managers  the  pastors  of  the  First,  Second,  Third  and 
Fourth  Presbyterian  Churches,  and  one  member  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Northwest,  which  member  will  be  chosen 
by  the  Faculty  of  the  said  Seminary,  all  of  the  City  of  Chicago, 
and  their  successors  in  office  for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their 
respective  offices,  be  added  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Recording  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
said  Board  of  Managers  from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  officers 
of  the  said  Board.  The  said  officers  and  the  Managers  together  shall 
form  a  Board  to  be  denominated  the  "  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Presby- 
terian Hospital  of  the  Cit}r  of  Chicago,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers,  making  or 
changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any  special  meeting,  but  seven  shall 
be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes  and  for  stated  meetings.  The  Board 
of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  authorized  to  execute  all  powers 
of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of  the  Society;  to  it  shall 
be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  institution,  authority  to  make 
By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same;  to  fill 
vacancies  in  their  own  bod}T,  choose  the  officers  of  the  Society,  appoint 
agents,  assistants  and  attendants,  and  generall}*  transact  the  entire  busi- 
ness of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS  OF    THE    BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  on  the 
third  Monday  of  the  month,  and  may  hold  adjourned  meetings  when  nec- 
essary. Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society  may  be  called 
by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  the 
Vice-President,  or  on  the  requisition  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of 
Managers;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place  of 
the  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  will  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting,  and  no  other 
subject  shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings,  unless  there  be 
at  least  eleven  members  present,  and  then  only  by  unanimous  consent. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  he  held  on 
the  Second  Monday  of  April.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting  ;  to  present  to 
the  members  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year;  to  exhibit 
a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the 
Society,  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  nature  relating  to  the  ob- 
ject of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance.  In  case  of 
failure  to  hold  the  annual  meeting  on  the  day  specified,  a  special  meeting 
shall  be  called  for  that  purpose,  and  all  officers  and  Managers  whose  term 
of  service  may  have  expired  by  cause  of  such  failure  shall  retain  their 
places  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  next  preceding  the  annual  meet- 
ing, six  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of 
service  is  about  to  expire,  and  who  may  be  re-elected.  These  six  mem- 
bers, together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes  and  the  five 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed  day, 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

BOARD  OF  CLERGYMEN. 

The  Society  shall  appoint  a  Clerical  Board,  consisting  of  the  five  cler- 
ical ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  to  whom  shall  be  committed  all 
matters  relating  to  the  spiritual  and  religious  ministrations  of  the  Hos- 
pital; no  measures  relating  to  these  matters  shall  be  adopted  without  the 
sanction  and  approbation  of  the  said  Board.  The  President  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, shall  be  notified  of  the  meetings  of  the  Clerical  Board,  and  when 
present  shall  preside  and  vote  at  such  meetings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Superintendent  and  Chaplain,  when  requested,  to  attend  these  meet- 
ings of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS  OF  THE    CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  ma}'  be  acted  upon  at  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose,  and  shall  be  adopted  only  in  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.

DUTIES    OjP    TUB    OFFICERS. 
I.       OF    THE    PRESIDENT. 

The  President  of  the  Society  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  he  shall 
appoint  all  committees  which  do  not  consist  of  more  than  three  mem- 
bers, subject  to  approval  by  the  Board.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the 
Treasurer,  directed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution,  whenever,  in  his 
opinion,  the  business  of  the  Society  requires  it,  or  when  requested  to 
do  so  on  the  application  of  five  Managers.  But  when  special  meetings 
are  so  called,  he  shall  direct  the  Secretary  to  insert,  in  the  notices  sent 
to  the  members,  the  import  of  the  business  to  come  before  them,  as 
provided  for  in  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  and  such  notices  shall  be 
served  at  least  two  days  previous  to  that  appointed  for  the  meeting. 

II.       OF    THE    VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall 
possess  his  power  and  perform  his  duties  ;  and  in  the  absence  of  both 
President  and  Vice-President,  the  Managers  present  at  any  meeting 
shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside. 

III.       OF    THE    TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  titles,  deeds  and 
other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation, 
and  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  open  an  account  with 
one  of  the  banks,  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board, 
in  the  name  of  this  Corporation,  and  shall  deposit  all  moneys  in  such 
bank  immediately  upon  his  receiving  them.  He  shall  keep  a  proper 
check  and  account  book,  showing  the  amount  of  funds  in  his  hands, 
which  shall  at  all  suitable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Man- 
agers. At  each  stated  meeting  he  shall  present  an  account,  or  abstract 
thereof,  showing  the  state  of  the  treasury.  He  shall  pay  all  orders  which 
shall   be  drawn   upon  him   in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed.      He 
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shall  execute  such  resolutions  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Committee  of 
Finance  relative  to  the  investment  of  funds.  He  shall  prepare  and  lay 
before  the  members  of  the  Society,  at  their  annual  meeting,  a  statement 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding  year  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  same  are  invested. 

IV.   OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders  drawn  upon 
the  Treasurer  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
preserve  all  records  and  papers  which  do  not  belong  to  the  office  of  the 
Treasurer.  He  shall  notify  the  members  of  every  stated  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  by  notice  addressed  to  them  through  the  post  office, 
at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting,  and  shall  give  similar  notice  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Society  by  notice  addressed  to  the  members  at  their  last 
known  place  of  residence,  or  by  publication  in  a  daily  city  paper  for  at 
least  two  days  preceding  such  meeting,  which  publication  shall  be 
deemed  a  proper  notice.  He  shall  also  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the 
Chairman  of  each  Committee  of  the  names  of  the  mambers  thereof,  and 
the  object  for  which  they  may  be  appointed. 

V.       OF    THE    ASSISTANT    RECORDING    SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  to  assist 
the  Recording  Secretary  in  keeping  the  records  of  the  Board  meetings 
and  in  his  absence  to  perform  his  duties,  keep  the  minutes  of  all  com- 
mittee meetings,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the 
regular  meetings, 

VI.       OF    THE    CORRESPONDING    SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence 
of  the  Board,  and  make  such  communications  in  relation  to  it  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Managers. 

VII.       ELECTION    OF    COMMITTEES. 

The  Managers  shall  elect,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the  month 
of  April,  a  Committee  of  Finance,  to  consist  of  five  members,  of  whom 
the  Treasurer  shall  be  one ;  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  members, 
of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  three  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  ; 
an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members,  and  an  Electing  Committee  of 
five  members.  These  committees  shall  hold  office  during  the  year,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.  The  Committee  of  Finance,  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  and  the  Electing  Committee  shall  respectively  keep 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  read  at  the  stated  meetings 
of  the  Board. 
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VIII.       OF    THE    FINANCE    COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tiie  Committee  of  Finance  to  adopt  proper 
means  of  augmenting  the  subscriptions  and  benefactions,  to  circulate 
information  concerning  the  Hospital,  to  see  that  the  subscriptions  are 
duly  received,  and  to  direct  the  Treasurer  in  investing  the  funds.  But 
all  investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  the  Committee,  and  approved  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be 
made  only  in  the  public  stocks  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  those 
of  the  County  of  Cook,  or  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  or  of  such  corporate 
and  municipal  bonds  as  the  Finance  Committee  may  recommend  ;  or 
loaned  on  bond  and  mortgage  on  unincumbered  real  estate,  in  the  County 
of  Cook,  the  estimated  value  of  which  shall  be  twice  the  amount  loaned, 
and  if  improved,  the  value  of  the  lands  and  improvements  thereon  shall 
be  at  least  double  the  amount  loaned. 

IX.       OF    THE    EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  take  more  imme- 
diate charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  during  the  intermissions  of  the 
stated  meetings  of  the  Managers.  They  shall  hold  their  meetings  at  such 
times  and  generally  perform  such  duties  as  the  board  shall  commit  to 
them.  The  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  shall  be  ex-ojficio  a  member 
of  the  Committee,  and  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings,  and  approved  by  it. 

X.       OF    THE    AUDITING    COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and  report 
to  the  Board  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  and  also  to  examine  the 
Treasurer's  account  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting. 

XI.       OF    THE    ELECTING    COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee  is  to  elect  persons  to  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  on  their  complying  with  the  terms  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws.  The  Committee  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  regulations  :  Four  members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum.  A  candidate  shall  be  elected  if  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  vote  in  his  favor.  No  election  shall  be  valid  unless  the  candi- 
date shall  have  been  proposed  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  the  nomination  referred  by  it  to  the  said  Committee. 
Twenty-four  hours'  notice  shall  be  given  of  every  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

XII.       STATED    MEETINGS    OF    THE    MANAGERS. 

The  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  on  the  third 
Monday,  at  12  M.,  of  each  month,  or  at  such  hours  as  they  shall  order. 
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Mil.       APPROPRIATIONS    OF    MONEY. 

All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the 
Board,  and  entered  on  its  minutes.  Orders  lor  the  amount  appropriated 
shall  then  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or,  in  his 
absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  or,  if 
he  be  absent,  by  the  Secretary  pro  tern.;  which  orders,  with  the  receipts  of 
the  person  in  whose  favor  they  were  drawn  indorsed  thereon,  shall  be  the 
Treasurer's  vouchers  for  payments  made  by  him. 

XIV.       ORDER  OF    BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  Chair  at  the  hour  appointed  for  the 
meeting"  of  the  Board,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  shall  appear, 
and  the  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meetings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

4.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received   and  considered. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called,  and  order  be  taken 
thereon. 

6.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meetings,  if  any,  shall  be 
taken  up,  after  which  any  business  may  be  proceeded  with  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Board. 

XV.       ALTERATIONS  OR  ADDITIONS. 

No  alterations  or  additions  to  these  By-Laws  shall  be  made,  but  under 
the  same  rules  as  prescribed  in  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  in  relation 
to  amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

FREE  BEDS  AND  MEMBERS. 

A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  a  room  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  for  life  of  donor. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  will  support  one  free 
bed  in  the  general  wards. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  constitutes  the  donor  a 
life  member  of  the  institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member.

ARTICLE  I. 

The  Society  shall  be  called  "  The  Ladies'  Aid  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  of  Chicago."  Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Hospital  by  providing  bedding,  kitchen  and  table-ware, 
reading  matter,  delicacies  and  comforts  for  the  sick,  subject  to  the  general 
direction  of  the  Hospital  Managers  and  Medical  Board;  also  to  invite  the 
co-operation  and  secure  the  help  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  the 
city  and  vicinity  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  contributing  one  dollar  per  year  shall  be  a  member  of 
this  Association.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice-Presidents, 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  These  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing, and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
shall  be  appointed.  The  Auditors  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  the 
Auditors  of  this  Association . 

ARTICLE  III. 

At  each  annual  meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of 
Managers,  consisting  of  seventy-five  members  (more  or  less),  to  whom 
shall  be  intrusted  the  business  of  the  Association.  Also,  at  each  meet- 
ing, the  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty 
members  (more  or  less),  said  committee  to  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in 
its  membership,  and  the  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  recommend  to  each  annual  meeting 
the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year. 
It  shall  also,  three  months  in  advance  of  the  annual  meeting,  appoint  a 
committee  of  five,  who  shall  recommend  to  the  annual  meeting  the 
names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  officers  and  as  members  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting,  notice  of 
such  amendment  having  been  given  at  the  previous  monthly  meeting  of 
Managers.

I. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday  in 
April  at  11  A.  M.,  at  which  meeting  the  President  of  the  Hospital  Board 
of  Managers  shall  preside. 

II. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month, 
at  11  A.  M. 

III. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  the  first  Monday  of  each  month 
at  10:30  A.  M. 

IV. 

There  shall  be  four  standing  Committees — i.  e.,  Furnishing  Committee 
Visiting  Committee,  Library  Committee,  Committee  on  Delicacies. 


The  Furnishing  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected 
with  the  supply  of  bedding,  clothing,  lint,  bandages,  etc.,  as  provided  in 
the  first  article  of  the  Constitution.  It  shall  divide  its  work  among  the 
sub-committees  at  its  own  discretion,  enlarging  the  committee  as  circum- 
stances may  require.  This  committee  shall  acknowledge  to  the  donors 
all  contributions  received  by  them  or  sent  directly  to  the  Hospital. 

VI. 

The  Committee  on  Delicacies  shall  have  charge  of  article  of  extra 
diet,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Medical  Board. 

VII. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected 
with  the  supply  of  books,  magazines  and  papers  to  the  Hospital,  advis- 
ing with  the  Clerical  Committee.  It  shall  acknowledge  all  donations  of 
books,  magazines  and  papers. 
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VTTT. 


The  Visiting  Committee  shall  visit  the  Hospital  and  report  its  work 
and  needs  to  the  Managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  disburse  all  money  coming  into  her  hands,  subject 
to  the  action  of  the  Board. 

X. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to 
attend  the  monthly  meetings,  and  an  absence  of  three  months  without 
written  communication  shall  be  deemed  a  resignation  of  the  office. 

XL 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  the  stated  meeting,  a  majority  of 
the  members  being  present.
